London, April 16.—Admiral Sir John 
R. Jellicoe, former commander of the 
British grand fleet and now first sea 
Jord, informed the Associated Press to- 
@ay that anything and everything in 
the way of smal! craft, from destroyers 
to tugs, would be the most useful con- 
tribution that the United States could 
make to the war against German sub- 


marines. 

The first sea lord asserted that the 
best hunting ground for raiders is on 
this side of the water, as the possi- 
bility of German submarines operating 
on the American coast is almost negli- 
gible unless they have a base on that 


side. ~ * 

“T have no desire to minimize te the 
American people,” said the admiral, “‘the 
serious situation prevailing as a result 
of the Hilegal use of submarines by the 
Germans. Neither is it easy for us to 
take them into our confidence and tell 
them what we are doing to cope with 
the evil without providing the Germans 
with useful information. No methods 
existed in the past for fighting the sub- 
merged submarine and the new inven- 
tions and processes for that purpose 
take time to develop. We are giving 
your navy all the information in our 
possession, and knowing its record, we 
have great confidence that American 
inventive genius will supplement it with 
valuable contributions.” 

Feeding the Allied Populations. 

As far «s the feeding of the allied 
populations is concerned, our efforts 
must be concentrated on saving ton- 
nage, while bringing in the necessary 
eupplies, in order to minimize the ef- 
fect of the submarine warfare. As you 
probably know, we have bought large 
quantities of wheat in Australia, but as 
the round voyage takes four times as 
long as that to America the bringing 
of this wheat tawes four times as much 
tonnage as the carrying of American 
wheat to the allied powers. We, there- 
fore, require all the wheat we can ob- 
tain from America and Canada. 

“Our food situation is by no means as 
desperate as the Germans want to be-

Figures Cover Losses Through 
March and Include Killed, 
Wounded and Missing. 


London, April 16.—German casualties 
as reported in the German official cas- 
ualty lists during the. month of March 
show that 54,803 men were killed, died 
of wounds or sickness or were made 
prisoner or are missing, according to a 
statement made public here tonight. 
The tabulated statement follows: 

Killed or died of wounds, 10,863. 

Died of sickness, 2,679. 

Prisoners or missing, 6,247. 

Wounded, 35,014. 

The statement says that the forego- 
ing casualties, added to those report- 
ed previously, bring the total givengin 
the German official lists since the 4. 
ginning of the war to 4,180,966, as fol-

TRAITORS ARE GIVEN 
WARNING BY WILSON 


All Treasonable Acts Will 
Be Promptly Punished. 
Resident Aliens Owe Al- 
legiance to United States. 


Washington, April 16.—All persons 
in the United States, citizens and aliens, 
are warned in a proclamation issued 
today by President Wilson that trea- 
sonable acts or attempts to 'shiéld those 
committing such acts will be vigorously 
Prosecuted by the government. 

Far-reaching importance attaches to 
the direction of the warning to aliens 
and the declaration that “resident 
aliens as well as citizens owe allegiance 
to the United States’ and therefore are 
equally subject to the laws against 
treason and like crimes. 

At war, the United States is in a 
very different position from a neutral. 


Bomb plotters now may be gripped 
with an iron hand. Not only are con- 
spirators themselves subject to heavy 
penalties, but any one, even a Ger- 
man resident, who has knowledge of 
treascnable acts and fails to make 
known the facts to the authorities, may 
be sent to prison for seven years and 
fined $1,000 for misprision of treason. 
Text of Proclamation. 

The president’s proclamation fTfol- 
lows: 

“Whereas, all persons in thé United 
States, citizens as well a's aliens, should 
be informed of the penalties which 
they will incur for any failure to bear 
true allegiance to the United States: 

“Now, therefore, I,,Woodrow ‘Vilson, 
president of the United States, nereby 
issue this proclamation to call esnecial 


attention to the following provisions 
of the constitution and the laws or the 
United States. 

“Section 3 to article III. of the con- 
stitution provides, in part—‘treason 
against the United States, shall con- 
Sist only in levying war against them, 
or in adhering to their enemies, giv- 
ing them aid and comfort.’ 

“The criminal code of the United 
States provides: 

“section 1. Whoever, owing .alle- 
giance to the United States, levies war 
against them or adheres to their ene- 
mies, giving them aid and comfort 
within the United States or elsewhere, 
is guilty of treason. 

“Section 2. Whoever is convicted of 
treason shall suffer death; or, at the 
discretion of the court, shall be im- 


of any or all of his property, real and 
personal, of which he was the owner 
at the time of committing such trea- 
son, any sale or conveyance to the 
contrary notwithstanding; and every 
person so convicted of treason shall, 
moreover, be incapable of holding any 
office under the United States. 

“Section 3. Whoever, owing al- 
legiance to the United States and hav- 
ing knowledge of the commission of 
any treason against them, conceals and 
does not, s00n as may be, disclose 
and make Known the same to the pres- 
ident or to some judge of the United 
State®, or to the governor or to some 
judge or justice of a particular state, 
is guilty of misprision of treason and 
shall be imprisoned not more than 
seven years and fined not more than 
one thousand dollars. 

Punishment for Conspiracy. 

“Sec. 6. If two or more persons in 
any state or territory, or in any place 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Unit- 
ed States, conspire to overthrow, put 
down, or to destroy by force the gov- 
ernment of the United States, or to 
levy war against them, or to oppose by 
force the authority thereof, or by 
force to prevent, hinder or delay the 
execution of any law of the nited 
States, or by force to seize, take or 
ossess any property of the United 
tates contrary to the authority there- 
of, they shall each be fined not more 
than $5,000, or imprisoned not more 
than six years, or both.’ 

“The courts of the United States 
have stated the following acts to be 
treasonable: 

“The use or attempted use of any 
force or violence against the govern- 
ment of the United States or its mili- 
tary or naval forces; 

“The acquisition, use, or disposal of 
any property with Knowledge that it 
is to be, or with ,intent that it shall 
be of assistance to the enemy in their 
hostilities against the United States; 

“The performance of any act or the 
publication of statements or informa- 
tion which will give or supply, in any 
way, aid and comfort to the enemies of 
the United States; 

“The direction, aiding, counseling or 
countenancing of any of the foregoing 
acts. 

“Such acts are held to be treason- 
able, whether committed within the 
United States or elsewhere, whether 
committed by a citizen of the United 
States, or by an alien domiciled, or 
residing in the United States, inas- 
much as resident aliens, as well as 
citizens, owe allegiance to the United 
States and its laws. 

Must Give Informatien. 


“Any such citizen or aHen who has 
knowledge of the commission of such 
acts, and conceals and does not make 
known the facts to the officials named 
in section 3 of the penal code, fs guil- 
ty of misprision of treason. 

“And I hereby proclaim and warn all 
citizens of the United States, and all 
aliens, owing allegiance to the gov- 
ernment of the United States, to ab- 
stain from committing any and all 
acts which would constitute a viola- 
tion of any of the laws herein set 
forth; and I further proclaim an° warn 
all persons who may commit such acts 
that they will be vigorous] 
therefor. 

“In witness whereof, I. have here- 
unto set my hand and cause the seal 
of the United States to be affixed. 

“Done at the city of Washington, 
this sixteenth day of April, in th 
year of Our Lord one thousand nine 
hundred and seventeen, and of ‘the 
Independence of the United States of 
America the one hundred and forty- 
first. WOODROW WILSON.

What Women Can Deo. 


In a pamphlet the Navy league shows 
some of the things the women can do 
for the sailors and gives instructions 
as to how to'’maké some of the needed 
articles. This pamphlet says: 


Need of Knitted Articles in the Navy. 

The men of the United States navy could 
giadly use certain articles of comfort which 
are not supplied by the government. Thess 
are knitted articles to keep them warm dur- 
ing severe weather and when engaged in 
exposed work in small boats, such as picket 
duty, mine laying, submarine service, patrol 
boat service, etc. 

In time of war, the value of these art'cles 
would be greatly accentuated: Peace manen- 
vers in winter: are held in warm southern 
waters, but in time of war there is no choice 
ot time or »lace, while work in small boats 
above described is greatly increased, and is 
frequently performed under conditions of 
corsiderable hardship. '

Navy League Policy. 

In its most recent pamphlet the Navy 
league outlines the following policy, 
which it will pursue in the present 
crisis: 

This

olicy is stated as follows:

cided, in the present crisis, to undertake the | 


following program: 
1. To aid in recruiting for the naval serv- 
ce. 

2. To assist in procuring enrollments in 
the naval reserve, recently provided for by 
congress. 

3. To undertake to furnish needed articles 
of clothing, equipment, comfort and hos- 
pital stores required by the exigencies of 
the service and not now furnished by the 
government. 

4. In the event of war, to undertake to 
raise and distribute a Navy league war re- 
lief fund. 

1. Recruiting. In the summer of 1916, 
there were about 53.000 enlisted men in the 
navy. Congress then authorized an increase 
up to 77,956. But despite the efforts of the 
department and its officers, the enlisted 
force is now only about 68,300—or 19,656 
short of even our peace-time complement. 
Not only is the Atlantic fleet short of sea- 
men, but the sixteen battleships in the re- 
serve force on our eastern coast have only 
about 25 per cent of their needed crews. 

In recruiting, the navy competes for men 
against industrial concerns and civil employ- 
ment, where hirh wages now prevail. 
Further, men in civil life do not know the 
navy, and shun it as being mysterious and 
forbidding. They do not know the advan- 
tages and pleasure it offers. Recruiting of- 
ficers are handicapped by being strangers 
in the district where the work takes them— 
and our people are incredulous to the of- 
fers of strangers. 

Therefore, we purpose—acting under the 
officers of the navy department and in ac- 
cord with its wishes—to call meetings of 
our league members in all the principal 
towns of the country, and to put our mem- 
bers in possession of the facts and the liter- 
ature supplied by the navy and relating to 
recruiting or concerning the duties and pay 
of enlisted men. Then we want our mem- 
bers to ask their local newspapers to help 
this patriotic work by giving it publicity. 
We want all league members to understand 
what the navy needs and what it offers, and 
we want them to plead its cause. We hope 
that our local organizations will 
ically organize and systematically approach 
all young men in their respective communi- 
ties and present to them the navy’s case,

Hest of Small Craft Beat Protection. 
“Against a submerged attack, a host 
of small craft forms the best protec- 
tion. We can use everything from de- 
stroyers to tugs of anv size. The dan- 
ger of showing a periscope when the 
submarine may have a bomb dropped 
on it, or be rammed, is one which our 
enemy does not like to face. But these 
craft must be used ‘n the zone where 
submarines operate, and such a zone is 
hardly likely to be extended to the 
American coast. German suDmarines 
cannot operate over there effectively 
without a base, and I am sure that your 
magnificent navy will have no trouble 
in patrolling the Mexican Gulf coast, 
on which a base might exist, while the 
entrance of Cuba in the war on the 
side of the allies deprives «he Germans

and return. But the damage they do 
will not prove extensive, as each boat 
only carries about thirty mines. These 
mine layers have dropped their mines 
everywhere about our coast, and if I 
had the exact figures at hand of the 
number we have swept p and de- 
stroved vou would be astoWfished. 

“It cannot be denied that naval 
strategy has undergone a vast change 
as the result of the illegal use by 
Germany of submarines. Of course, it 
is also undeniable that their use legit- 
imately has changed naval warfare, 


as the illegal use of submarines. Their 
advent as a ea igre | weapon has made 
a coast blockade of an enemy’s coast 
impossible and has added to the diffi- 
culties we face on account of the nat- 
ural features of the German coast line 
for either attack or defense. 

British Isles Tipped Wrong Way. 

“Against naval Germany, the Brit- 
ish Isles are tipped the wrong way. 
One of the disadvantages under which 
we suffered during the early part of 
the war was that we had no harbor 
in the North sea big enough to hold 
the growing grand fleet, where ft could 
be within easy striking distance of the 
enemy. One of the most striking re- 
sults of the legitimate use of subma- 
rines has been .to compel heavy ships, 
in order to obtain protection from 
their attacks, to be accompanied by 
destroyers When they put to sea, and 
this fact reduces the radius of action 
of a.fleet on account of the Hmited 
fuel capacity of the destroyers. 

“The most strikin feature of the 
change in our historital naval policy 
resulting from the illegal use of sub- 
marines, and from the fact that the en- 
emy surface ships have been driven 
from the sea, is that we have been com- 
pelled to abandon a definite offensive 
policy for one which may be called an 
offensive defensive, since our only ac- 
tive enemy is the submarine engaged 
in piracy and murder. 

“We must give our mercantile fleet 
a measure of protection which would 
not be dreamed of if the Germans 
merely used their U-boats for legitimate 


smaller warships must be used for this 
purpose that the ‘tip and run’ raid be- 
comes a possibility, while our own 
bleckading efforts suffer. This again 
brings us back to the importance of 
smali craft for the protection of the 
mercantile marine. But they cannot end 
the submarine menace by merely keep- 
ing the U-boats beneath the water. e 
want to end the evil by destroying the 
boats and we mean to do it. The solu- 
tion of this problem offers plenty of 
scope for the inventive genius of both 
navies. 

“Zeebrugge forms another of our 
problems. It is difficult to deal with 
now, owing to German occupation and 
fortification of the Belgian coast. No 
naval officer, even before this war, ever 
believed that it was the business of a 
capital ship to stand up against a land 
fort, as land guns always have greater 
facilities for ec the range than a 
gun mounted on a Ship. 

“But the fortified Belgian coast is a 
fact which we have to face, and the de- 
strovers maintained there have made 
our work. of guarding the straits of 
Dover more difficult. The Germans in 
their tip and run raids, during which 
they have committed additional ille- 
gality and the inhumanity of bombard- 
ing open towns, have the great advan- 
tage of choosing the time of attack, and 
when as many as thirty destroyers can 
attack ? patrol line you may gain some 
idea of’ the number of vessels we need 
on guard constantly to stop every raid. 
We have met them more than once at 
night, but it is difficult to insure that 
the meeting shall not find us in consid- 
erable inferiority owing to the disper- 


ision necessary to a watching force.

‘And again, ‘War once declared must 
be wage offensively, aggressively. 
The enemy must not be fended off, but 
smitten down. You may then spare 
him every exaction, relinquish ever 
ain: but till down, he must be struc 
ncessantly and remorselessly.’ ”’ 

The first sea lord impresses one as 
bein an executive of intense vigor, 
keenly interested in his work and 
without illusions as to its magnitude. 
He was exceedingly frank in telling 
the correspondent a number of things, 
which for obvious reason’ cannot be 
made public, and showed the utmost 
interest in the plans for co-operation 
with the American navy.

London, April 16.—“News of the open- 
ing of the French offensive has spread 
like wild fire through the British 
forces,’ telegraphs Reuter’s correspon- 
dent at British headquarters in France 
today. 


FRENCH SWEEP 
OVER THE LINES 


HELD BY GERMANS 


Paris, April 16.—The French began 
an attack this morning, after several 
days artillery preparation, between 
Soissons and Rheims. Several German 
lines were carried and more than 10,- 
000 Germans were taken prisoner. 

The official announcement of this 
success, issued by the war office to- 
night, describes the fighting as being 
of the utmost violence. 

The statement reads: 


“Between St. Quentin and the Oise 
artillery fightin continued through- 
out the day. South of the Oise we made 
new progress on the plateau east of the 
line of Barisis-Quincy Basse, 

“Between Soissons and Rheims, after 
artillery preparation that lasted sev- 
eral days, we attacked this morning 
the German lines along an extent of 
about forty kilometers (25 miles). A 
desperate battle was fought along the 
whole front, where the enemy had 
‘grouped very important forces and nu- 
merous artillery. Everywhere the valor 
of our troops overcame the en- 
ergetic defense of our adversary. 

“Between Soissons and Craonne the 
German first position fell into 
our power. East of Craonne our troops 
aeoupree the enemy’s second position 
south of Juvincourt. Further to the 
south we carried our line as far as 
the outskirts of Bermericourt and up to 
the Aisne canal at Loivre and Courcy. 

‘Violent counter attacks launched sev- 
eral times north of Ville-au-Boiss were 
broken down by our fire with considera- 
ble losses to the enemy. 

“The number of prisoners made by 
us up to the present exceeds 10,000. We 
likewise captured important material 
which has not yet been inventoried. 

“In Champagne artillery emg con- 
tinued actively during the day on the 
various sectors. he cannonade was in- 
termittent on the rest of the front. 

“Belgian Communication: There was 
artillery fighting along the whole Bel- 
gian front.” 

The French communication in regard 
to operations on Sunday night says: 

“Between St. Quentin and the Oise we 
continued to direct a destructive fire 
at the defenses of the Germans, who 
replied vigorously in the region south 
of St. Quentin. South of the Oise we 
made further progress eastward on the 

lateau between Barisis and Quincy- 

asse and occupied several points of 
support of the enemy. Our patrols are 
in contact with the German positions 
on the western edge of the upper for- 
est of Coucy. 

“The artillery fighting became ex- 
tremely violent during the night on 
the front between Soissons and Rheims. 
In the Champagne we easily repulsed 
two surprise attacks East of Awberive 
French patrols brought back prisoners, 

“In Lorraine and in Alsace French 
detachments, after violent artillery 
preparation, penetrated the enémy 
lines at several points. In the forest 
of Parroy we found numerous German 
dead in the trenches blown up by our 
fire.

BERLIN ADMITS 
FRENCH DRIVE. 


Berlin, April 16.—(Via London.)— 
“On the Aisne,” says an official state- 
ment issued this ron “a great 
French attempt to break through with 
a far-distant objective, has commenced 
after ten days’ mass fire. A bitter 
fight is proceeding on a forty kilome- 
ter front around our foremost posi- 
tions. 

“On the northern bank of the River 
Scarpe,”. says the rman i official 
statement issued during the day,

ing attack could not be carried out. 

“Northeast of Croiselles our fire ren- 
dered abortive a strong British attack, | 
the enemy suffering severe losses. 

“North of the Arras-Cambrai road,” 
the statement adds, “our thrusts drove 
the enemy back on Lagnicourt and | 
Boursies. ' To the sanguinary losses of | 
the Australians must be added the loss | 
of 475 prisoners and 15 machine guns, | 
which have been brought in, and also, 
22 guns captured and rendered useless 
by explosions. 

“Near St. Quentin,” says the an- 
nouncement, “the artillery fire again 
has increased. From Soissons to Rheims 
and in the western Champagne there 
was exceptionally heavy artillery fire 
and mine throwing. 

“After the failure of enemy recon- 
noitering thrusts yesterday, infantry 
fighting developed this morning over 
wide sectors.”

Germans Screamed fer Help. 

Caught witihn the meshes of this 
wire, the German guardsmen scream- 
ed madly for help and guidance. Some, 
like trapped rabbits, scurried up and 
down the outer barfier, searching in 
vain for openings. The British troops, 
meantime, had the greatest opportuni- 
oy for open field rifle shooting since 
the battle of the Marne. Lying flat 
upon the ground, they poured bullets 
into the panic-stricken gray-coated 
Germans until each man had fired a 
full one hundred rounds. 

While this was going on the British 
field guns came into play with a 
Shrapnel barrage, which completed 
the demolition of the entrapped 
enemy. 

It was little wonder that later fif- 
teen hundred German dead could be 
counted or that four hundred guards- 
men surrendered with upheld hands 
and emotional cries of “Kamerad.” 

Everywhere they have been pushed 
back from the British front, and 
especially north of the “rolled up” por- 
tion of Hindenburg line, the Germans 
are endeavoring by every means to 
ain time in order to complete de- 
enses upon which to fall back. Their 
efforts to dig in everywhere and seek 
the shelter of strong fortified lines 
do no tend to corroborate the oft- 
stated German hopes that the warfare 
might become open again. In fight- 
ing these retarding actions, the Ger- 
mans are sacrificing their picked 
troops, as they did during the rear 
guard engagements in the recent re- 
tirement on the Somme. The capture 
of the troops selected for these en- 
gemementa is considered the best evi- 
ence of the importance the Grmans 
attach to what plainly appears to be 
their desire to avoid decisive battles 
just at this time, 


Lens Virtually Invested. 


Lens was virtually invested today, al- 
‘though the Germans are ing a des- 
perate effort to hold their positions 
about it, as Lens seems to be the pivot 
of the new back-swing of the German 
lines necessitated by e battle of Ar- 
ras. Against these German strong 
points many captured German guns 
were turned today, for with the heavy 
pieces taken by the Britieh were thou- 
sands of rounds of ammunition. British 
gun crews were rushed up to man these 
weapons, which were turned around in 
their own pits, thus forming British 
gunnery outposts, while their own guns 
were moving forward. 

Explosions continue within Lens and 
the outlying mine districts, and there 
seems little doubt that the mines will 
certainly be destroyed as far as possi- 
ble. Lens cathedral was still standing 
today, apparently little damaged res 
- were still seen inside the German lines. 
| About St. Quentin, at the southern

to-hand. As one officer expressed it:

Should have been 
eleven thousand Huns, instead of nine.”’ 

The Irishmen fought with great brav- 
ery just under the brow of the Pimple 
(on Vimy ridge, and were up against a 
steady stream of machine gun fire from 
the Pimple until the Canadians wiped it 
off the face of the earth. 

: ‘We iknew the Canadians would clear 
them out; so we didn’t worry,” said a 
smiling Irishman today. 


Germans Careful Air Fighters. 


There has been notable air fight- 
ing over Monchy and many ma- 
chines have been brought down there 
jn the last two days. 

Large German formations have at- 
tacked the British scouts and the patter 
of machine guns overhead has been al- 
most continuous during the daylight 
hours. 

The Germans as a rule are carefui 
air fighters and never attack unless 
they outnumber the British 3 or 4 to 1. 
A single German machine is seldom 
sighted. They have come to be known 
as “Gang Air Fighters,” but their tac- 
tics of lying in wait high wbove the 
fleecy clowds and darting upon an iso- 
lated foe does not perturb the British 
fliers.

INVENTORY OF PROPERTY 
OF W. & A. IS APPROVED 


Legislature Will Consider Dis- 
position of Property Not 
Included in Lease. 


The Western and Atlantic Railroad 
commission, in session at the state cap- 
itol Monday, reviewed and approved the 
inventory of the property of the West- 
and Atlantic railroad, and this inven- 
tory will be submitted to the governor 
within the next day or so, preliminary 
to the isgning of the new lease of the 
state road to the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad, which is 
the present lessee. 

The inventory, which is complete, 
even to the minutest detail, has just 
been completed under the direction of 
Chairman C. M. Candler, of the com- 
mission, and was submitted by him to 
the commission at Monday’s meeting. 
There are some minor revisions to be 
made in the inventory, which the chair- 
man expects to attend to at once. 

Chairman Candler stated that the 
inventory will go to Governor Harris 
either Tuesday or Wednesday. Gov- 
ernor Harris has already announced his 
intention of signing and closing up the 
lease at the earliest possible momen® 
after he has received the inventory. 

The commission at Monday’s meeting 
authorized the chairman to proceed 
with the preparation of the report of 
the commission to the next session of 
the legislature. This report will re- 
view the history of the negotiations 
which have led to the lease about to 
be signed and will cover the lease 
itself. 

One of the important matters to be 
dealt with in this respect relates to 
the disposition of certain parcels of 
property owned by the state of Georgia 
in the city of Chattanooga, Tenn., but 
which are not used for railroad pur- 
poses and which are not included in 
the property released to the N., C. & 
St. i. 

Severa] propositions have been re- 
ceived by the commission for the dis- 
posal of this property, but the commis- 
sion has accepted none of them and ex- 
pects to accept noen before referring 
the matter back to the legislature, 
when the legislature may direct the 
course to be taken.

Special Class Results. 


, 


There is, perhaps, no more 
work being done in the Atlanta schools to- 
day than that of the four special classes for 
sub-normal children. In these classes the 
children, in addition to some regular grade 
work, are being taught to take care of them- 
selves, to do manual work of various kinds, 
and, most important of all, to be happy. 

As a part of the training in taking care 
of themselves these classes have daily tooth- 
brush drills. ‘Each child has learned to brush 
his teeth properly .and to be proud of this 
accomplishment. 

In one of these classes there are shower 
baths and a regular militgry inspection for 
cleanliness, 

In order to provide these children. with 
the nourishing food their small bodies need, 
there are lunches which are cooked and 
served by the members of the class. 

The fundamental principles of reading, 
writing and number work .are taught in the 
most- practical way possible—ferquently in 
connection with their manual work. In one 
class recently visited the boys were getting 
practical arithmetic from measuring boards 
for window boxes. Two others were ruling 
some strips for small hand looms. The en- 
tire class was in the work-room where an 
hour is spent every day doing some kind of 
industrial work. One large girl was making 
a beautiful basket, which she put down every 
now and then to help a smaller girt with 
some sewing. Another girl was crocheting 
a wash cloth, while several others sewed on 
aprons. In one corner of the room a boy was 
carefully weaving a big rug on a loom which 
he had made himself. Three small boys were 
sand-papering a table which was to be re- 
finished for one of the other grades. Each 
one was so vitally interested in his own work 
that scarcely a head was raised when the 
visitor entered. All of them were busy and 
happy. cae 

in another of these clases for sub-normal 
children, pupils who formerly were doing 


nothing in their respective grades, have made. 


and sold a great deal of woodwork which 
would be a credit to any child. They have 
sold ten window boxes, several tabourets, 
six book-racks and twenty small looms. 

A Striking Illustration. 

Through careful study of the individual 
and patient training many of these sub-nor- 
mal children are brought up from an appar- 
ently hopeless condition to the .point where 
they are able to do good grade work, and to 
learn one or more kinds of industrial work as 
well. A good illustration of the improvement 
which these children frequently make is 
found in the cases of a boy who entered the 
class little more than a year ago in a very 
helpless: condition. He was eight years re- 
tarded, could not do first grade work, never 
got to school on time, and had very little 
muscular co-ordination. Recent. tests show 
him to be only four years retarded now. He 


interesting | 


has learned to read and write, is neat and 
punctual and does very good handwork. 

In order to awaken the imaginations and 
arouse the latent interests of these back- 
ward children, one teacher formed an or- 
chestra last fall. Every member of the 
class now has a part in this, and they thor- 
oughly enjoy playing not only for themselves, 
but for the other grades in the school. It 
is an inspiration to see these chidren, for- 
merly ‘so helpless, now able to furnish music 
for the marching and folk-dancing of the 
other grades. In many cases their success in 
the orchestra has given them a much-needed 
self-confidence which has, in turn, enabled 
them to do better in all thetr work. 

Gardening is another thing which these 
classes are bing trained to do. The children 
learn how to prepare the soil, to plant and. 
cultivate a garden. Many of them have 
home gardens, where they raise the seedlings 
started at school. One boy, who, at the 
beginning of the year, wanted to go out a 
few hours after he had planted his seeds to 
see if they were up, has now become a very 
good gardener. He even raises flowers on 
the sides of the alley back of his home, for 
he lives over some stores and has no other 
places for a garden. 

In their regular grade work each pupil 
is given as much as he is capable of doing 
regardless of his age and former grading. 
In one special class, fom example, a big, capa- 
ble-looking girl of 12, who was doing good 
fourth grade work in arithmetic, could bare- 
ly read in an easy primer. This girl was 
sullen and disagreeable in the regular grade, 
and her attendance irregular beca@se she 
was graded far above her abiliy. The work 
could not interest her and she was ashaméd 
of her poor reading. Now she is doing the 
kind of work she is fitted for, and enjoys 
school so much that she wants-to come dur- 
ing the holidays. 

Health Improved. 

By reason of their hot lunches, tooth- 
brush drills and the close medical supervi- 
sion given them, the health of these sub-nor- 
mal children has noticeably improved. By 
means of their orchestras, games and folk 
dances, their interest has been awakened 
and stimulated. Through the opportunity 
to do a great deal of manual work, such as 
basketry, woodwork, clay modeling, sewing, 
crochet, bead work, painting and gardening, 
these children are learning to become useful 
and industrious citizens, and through having 
work suited to their ability, they are able to 
take an interest in it and a pride in doing 
it well, instead of falling behind their class- 
es and eventually dropping out of school. 

To see the happy faces of these children 
who were once at such a disadvantage in the 
grades is to be very thankful that.they are 
now being given the proper attention and 
training; and that at last they have come 
into that heritage which belongs to every 
child—the right to be happy.

TIMELY HINTS FOR 
THE HOME GARDENER 


Il. Aids to Earlier Garden Crop 


The hotbed and the cold frame are the 
tardener’s greatest aids in raising earlier 
crops. The hotbed enables him to plant seed 
and produce seedlings long before the seed 
pianted out of doors has begun to germinate. 
The cold frame enables him to get the secd- 
lings produced in the ho.house gradually 
accustomed to outdoor conditions and to 
raise these into strong, sturdy planting stock 
ty the time the garden is ‘ready for thein. 
Ihe cold frame is used in hardening tire 
plants that have teen started ir the hotbed 
or in mold climates for starting p‘anis Le- 
fore the seed can be ss‘cly planted in the 
open HEcsetting plants from a hotbed into 
ihe cold frame gives them a Pbeiter vot 
sysiem and makes them stockier and more 
valuable fer transplantine in the open sround. 

In the extreme south, the cold frame Is 
much mcrc extensively used than the ihot- 
bei but cach has its place in garden econo- 
my. The following Suggestions for con- 
structing and handling hotbeds and cold 
frames so as to hurry crops are made at the 
request of The Constitution by the garden 
specialists of the.United States department of 
agriculture. 

The Hotbed. 

Locate the hotbed in some sheitered wut 
net shaded spot which has a southern ec x- 
posure. The most convenient size is a box- 
like’ structure 6 feet wide and any multiple 
af 3 feet long so that standard 3 by 6 
feet hotbed sash may be used. The frame 
should be 12 inches high in the back and 8 
inches on the front. This slope is fur the 
purpose of securing a better angle for tne 
sur’s rays and should be faced toward cue 
south. 

The hotbed not’ only must collect any heat 
it can from the sun, but also must gererite 
heat of its own from fermentation in fresh 
manure. Fresh horse manure, free from sta- 
bie litter, is best for generating heat. 

If the hotbed is to be an annual affair, 
make an excavation 18 inches to 2 feet deep, 
about feet greater in length and width 
than the frame carrying the sash. Line the 
excavation with plank or with a brick or con- 
crete wall. A drain to carry off surplus 
water is essential. After a sufficient amount 


of fresh horse manure has been accumulated, - 


fill the pit, and while it is being filled 
tramp the manure as firmly and as evenly 
as possible; when the ground level is reacned, 
place the frame in position and bank the 
sides and end with manure. Place about 3 
inches of good garden loam on top of the 
manure inside the frame and cover it with 
the sash. After the heat has reached its 
maximum and has subsided to between 80 and 
90 degrees Fahrenheit, it will be safe to plant 
the secds. Select the plumpest, freshest 
seeds obtainable. Use standard varieties and 
get them from reliable seed houses. 

Keep the bed partially dark until the seeds 
germinate. 

After germination, however,’ the plants 
will need all the light possible, exclusive of 
the direct rays of the sun, to keep them 
growing rapidly. This is a crisis in plant 
life and ventilating and watering with great 
care are of prime importance. Too close 
planting and too much heat and water cause 
the plants to become spindling. Water the 
plants on. clear days, in the morning, and 
ventilate immediately to dry the foliage and 
to prevent mildew. 

The Cold Frame. 

The cold frame, so useful in hardening 
plants started in the hotbed’ and for starting 
plants in mild climates, is constructed in 
much the same way as the hotbed, except 
that no manure is used, and the frame may 
be covered either with glass sash, or with 
canvas. A cold frame may be built on the 
surface of the ground, but a more permanent 
structure suitable for holding plants over 
winter will require a pit 18 to 24 inches 
deep. The cold frame should be filled with 
a good potting soil. The piants should have 
more ventilation in the cold frame, but 
should not receive so much water. It is best 
to keep the soil rather dry. 

In transplanting, remember that plants

THE CAUSE OF CHILLS 
A chill is a sudden sensation of great colé- 


, ness, accompanied by more or less shudder- 


ing, chattering and trembling, blueness or 
pallor of the surface, and, vegy often, bya 
marked elevation of body temperature above 
the normal 98 or 99 degrees Fahrenheit. 

in the days of bliss—-which was ignorance 
--it was supposed that a chill was due to 
exposure and that it was the clearest evi- 
dence that the victim was “taking cold.” 
When pneumonia happened to follow hard 
on the chill, as it often does, that clinched 
the delusion. Not until the thermometer 
came into use, and we learned that, even in 
the midst of the chill of onset in pneumonia 
the temperature was away up in G, did we 
begin to realize that ‘the chill must be an 
effect rather than a cause of the lung truble. 
It is an effect, a symptom of infection con- 
Summated, just as the chill of malaria is a 
Symptom of the invasion of the blood by the 
malarial arasites, and not a cause of the 
mosquito bite which imjects the parasites. It 
is & symptom of pnéumonia:in the same 
sense as a chill is a symptom of septicemia, 
ordinary blood-poisoning from unclean treat- 
ment of a wound. 

There are “nervous chills,” to be sure. A 
nervous chill is a sensory equivalent for the 
hysterical fit of younger and livelier days. In 
a nervous chill the normal body temperature 
remains as placid as the mind of the doctor 
who knows the patient. 

The most frequent cause of a chill.or chilly 
sensation is a respiratory infection—pneu- 
monia, pleurisy, bronchitis, laryngitis, ton- 
silitis, diphtheria, quinsy or coryza. Or, 
you prefer vague names, call it “grippe” and 
no one will know just what is: meant. 

The next cause, in the order of frequen- 
cy, is infection of a simple wound, usually the 
result of misguided application of salves 
which only interferes with drainage and nat- 
ural healing. When chilliness or a chill de- 
velops in the presence of a slight wound, 
it is high time to throw the salve in the as 
can and summon the doctor. When simple 
folk speak of the “danger of taking cold 
in it,” they confuse the facts; it is impossi- 
ble to “take cold” in a wound, but very easy 
to plant the germs of blood gree ie 5 iy it. 

In general, a chill may be treated by a hot 
mustard foot bath in bed, or by a full hot 
bath in the tub, after which the patient 
should be tucked in bed with hot bottles 
aplenty. Some very hot tea or. coffee is good.

Just What Rupture Is. 


Will you kindly explain just what a hernia 
or rupture consists of, and whether there is 


navel. In babies such a rupture commonly 
heals or disappears spontaneously if it is sup- 
ported for a few weeks by a suitable pad 
and band or belt or adhesive straps. In 
adults the usual situation is the bend of the 
groin. In adults there is no means of ef- 
fecting a cure other than surgery, and as a 
rupture may become strangulated at any 
time, that is, the portion of bowel or other 
structure protruding may have its circulation 
shut off and become gangrenous, with fatal 
outcome, it is always wise to under the 
comparatively safe operation for radical cure. 
It is economical to do so, because the cost is 
far less than will be the cost of many days’ 
disability from the rupture, physical ineffi- 
ciency, and eternal expense for new trusses.

“Potato Pingrees’’ Needed 
To Help Feed Atlanta 


Editor Constitution: There was a Ver- 
mont shoemaker—Hazen Pingree, by name— 
who afterward became a large manufacturer 
of shoes. When IF knew him he was mayor 
of Detroit and governor of Michigan. He 
was a broadminded, great-hearted, whole- 
souled man, whom some considered as an 
idealist, but whom subsequent events have 
proved to be much in advance of his times. 
I_had the privilege of serving him in a lit- 
tle matter that he considered of importance 
to the state. 

They called him “Potato Pingree,” owing to 
the fact that he realized the importance of not 
leaving the disused and vacant property in 
the city uncultivated when it might be made 
to produce food for the poorer working 
classes. He conceived the idea of the city’s 
giving the cultivation of these lots over to 
the people living in the vicinity of the tots, 
The city. plowed the lots, furnished fertil- 
izer and supplied the seed. The people worked 
the property and returned enough potatdsse 
to pay for the seed given them. 

Seeing in The Constitution that the “City 
Fathers” had decided to cultivate all prop- 
erty under city control for the benefit of 
cit. institutions, it occurred to me that the 
Atlanta authorities mightat this time become 
“Poatoes Pingrees”’ and utilize, as he did, the 
vacant places of Atlanta. 

No doubt data could be secured on the 
Pingree scheme;. but I am confident that 
there are in the business administration of 
this city men who could organ'7ve and improve 
on his plan. ‘ 

Also, I have been concerned about the 
yoorer working people of the city whose 
nanres are not onéthe record of any relief 
assoviation and whose self-respect would 
forbid such pdeing the case. With the pres. 
ent high cost of iiving these pecple will be 
at starvation’s door all the time unless some 
way is provided either to increase their in- 
come or to make it possible for them to get 
groceries and provisions at the present 
wholesale prices. Might I suggest that there 
is an opportunity here for some large-minded 
philanthropist to purchase now, and as the 
season advances, supplics at wholesale 
prices, warehousing them so that in the fall 
and winier he will be able to furnish them to 
the poorer people at the original cost, plus 
the warehousing? Depots could be arranged 
for in different parts of the city to dispoge 
of. these. 

As to the poorest, who have to be assisted 
from time to time, would it not be possible 
for the city to obtain supplies right now 
which could be stored and placed under the

Atlanta & Anderson R. R. Organized 


Monday; Construction Begins Soon 


Actual Work on Interurban 
Connecting the Two Cities 
Will Be Pushed Forward. 
J..L. Murphy Heads New 


Company. 


The Asglanta and Anderson Railway 
company was organized by an enthu- 
silastic meeting of the stockholders held 


in Atlanta yesterday. 

The meeting was largely attended by 
stockholders from all of the counties 
traversed by the line of the proposed 
railway between Atlanta and Anderson, 
South Carolina. 

A bill was passed by the last regu- 
lar session of the Georgia legislature 
amending the general railway law so as 
to provide for the incorporation of in- 
terurban railroads, and under the new 
law the Atlanta and Anderson railway 


recently received its charter as an in- 
terurban railroad from the secretary of 
state. 

The entire capital stock has already 
been subscribed and it was announced 
by the officers of the company that as 
soon as the issue of securities is au- 
thorized by the Georgia railroad com- 
mission the work of construction will 
be commenced and actively prosecuted 
to completion. 

Hon. . E. Simmons, of Lanwrence- 
ville, was elected temporary chairman 
of the stockholders’ meeting, and the 
call of the roll showed all] of the stock- 
holders present in person or by proxy. 

Board of Directors Selected. 

The following board of directors, con- 

sisting of prominent stockholders re- 


siding along the route of the railroad 
company, was unanimoysly elected to 
serve for the first term: J. G. Craft, 
G. W. Westbrook, H. P. De laPerrie 
I. . Phillips, William D. Bowers, W. 
B. Hardman, C. J. Hood, W. H. Smith, 
R. L. J. Smith. W. E. Simmons, J. L. 
Murphy, Albert Howell, Jr., Mark Bold- 
ing, L. G. Greer and Hugh Howell. 

Immediately following the adjourn- 
ment of the stockholders’ meeting, the 
directors organized and elected J. L. 
Murphy as president and Mark Bolding 
as secretary of the company. 

Albert Howell, Jr., the attorney 
through whom the charter was obtain- 
ed, presented ¢o the directors’ meeting 
a report oumracing ‘the history ‘of the 
company from its inception to the date 
of the stockholders’ meeting, including 
the practical work already accomplish- 
ed in the matter of securing rights of 
way, together with the contemplated 
plans for financing the enterprise. 

J. L. Murphy, the president of the 
company, has devoted the greater part 
of his life to the organization and 
construction of interurban railroads 
throughout the country and is enthu- 
siastic over the results to be accom- 
plished from the development of the 
Atlanta and Anderson railway. 

The directors were advised that H. 
M. Atkinson, of Atlanta, had become 
sufficiently interested in the enterprise 
to pledge his personal efforts to finance 
the construction and operation of the 
interurban railroad, provided the resi- 
dents of the counties affected by the 
development showed a practical inter- 
est in its success and provided the rail- 
road commission of Georgia would au- 
thorize the issue of its securities on a 
basis that would guarantee its success- 
ful operation.

ADDITIONAL SECRETARY 
FOR GEORGIA CHAMBER 


Duties of Secretary Divided, 
With T. E. Grafton as Gen- 
eral Secretary. 


In keeping with its elaborate plans 
for a genera] extension of its activities 
and the expansion of its sphere or serv- 
ice to the whole state, the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday, 
through its new president, H. G. Hast- 
ings, announced the appointment of 
T. E. Grafton, formerly secretary of 
the Rome Chamber of Commerce, to 
the position of general secretary, and 
Edward Young Clarke, the or- 
ganization’s secretary-manager, to 
the position of field secretary. 

Hitherto Mr. Clarke has been both 
Manager and secretary of the cham- 
ber, but because of the extra work 


contemplated by the Hastings aamin- 
istration, the executive committee de- 
cided that an additional man will be 
needed, and for that reason the duties 
of Mr. Clarke are to be divided be- 
tween him and Mr. Grafton, Mr. Clarke 
also assuming, as field secretary, the 
additional work of publicity manager 
and field organizer. To a large ex- 
tent his status with the chamber has 
not been changed; while his duties 
to a certain extent have, and at the 
same time his field of activity has been 
broadened. 

The general secretary, Mr. Grafton, 
is a native Virginian, although for 20 
years a resident of Georgia. He is a 
mining engineer by profession, but for 
about.ten years he has been identified 
with chamber of commerce work, and 
resigned the secretaryship of the Rome 
Chamber of Commerce to accept the 
state chamber position. He was ac- 
tively identified with the exploitation 
of the Dixie highway project, especially 
in Georgia, and latterly he distinguish- 
ed himself by the manner in which 
he managed Rome’s campaign to pro- 
cure for that city designation as the 
site of the proposed federal armor plate 
plant. Rome’s efforts, while unsuc- 
cessful ‘in procuring the plant, re- 
sulted in wide and favorable advertis- 
ing for the city and Georgia, and the 
manner in which its “case” was han- 
dled by Mr. Grafton elicited general 
commendation and praise from all con- 
nected with it or with the making of 
the award. 

In announcing Mr. Grafton’s appoint- 
ment yesterday Mr. Hastings made this 
statement: 

“T consider the Georgia Chamber of Com- 
merce exceedingly fortunate in being able 
to secure the services of Mr. Grafton as 
general secretary of our organization. 

“It has been my intention to thoroughly 
organize the Georgia Chamber of Com- 
merce on a state-wide basis, so that every 
section of the state and every community 
will have a part in the great work that 
needs to be done tn pushing Georgia ahead. 
“Mr. Grafton has organizing abilities of 
the highest type, as have been evidenced 
by his work, first in connection with the 
Dixie highway, this being followed by his 
splendid organization and presentation of 
Rome’s claims for the armor plate plant. 
‘Mr. Grafton’s connection with the Geor- 
gia Chamber of Commerce is effective at 
once, and as soon as plans can be formu- 
lated active work will begin to organize the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce on a thor- 
oughly state-wide basis. 

‘It is not the intent or purpose of the 
Georgia chamber to do the work of local 
chambers of commerce or boards of trade, 
but rather to supplement and encourage 
their work. It is very apparent that we 
have in Georgia many problems to solve 
that are state rather than local problems. 
These problema must be handled and solved 
by a state-wide organization representative 
of the entire state.

NAVY LEAGUE PLANS 
TO HELP: RECRUITING 


_ Continued from Page Two. 


Whenever proper groups of men are avail- 

able, navy recruiting officers and doctors 

will attend for examination’.and enlistment. 
Want Addresses of Men. . 

Further, there are perhaps 50,000 ex-sea- 
men in the United States competent and 
willing to help their country when the su- 
preme need comes. The department does not 
know the addresses of these men. We want 
to search them out, to ascertain their 
wishes and to help them return to service 
in suitable capacities if they so desire. 

For all these purposes our local meetings 
Should choose their own officers, appoint 
committees, etc. 

2. The Naval Reserve—tThe privisions of 
the new law on this subject are not under- 
stood. We will furnish the necessary pam- 
phiets and forms to our local meetings and 
ask them to aid the department in enrolling 
artificers and skilled men in this necessary 
and attractive service. 

3. Articles of Clothing and Comfort—Eu- 
ropean experience shows that while the gov- 
ernment clothing outfit is satisfactory in 
peace-time, it is deficient for war service. 

Men are called on for long periods of 
picket-boat duty or other work which ex- 
poses them to ss conditions of sea and 
weather. Then the duty in the mine fields 
rapidiy destroys clothing. Re&S¢ues have to 
be made or shipwrecked people cared for 
and clothing must be furnished to them. 

So, it becomes desirable to have civilian 
organizations furnish to the navy, free of 
charge, certain useful articles of clothing 
and equipment. Long woolen socks, woolen 
mufflers, and hooded caps, pulling down 
over the neck, and fitted with goggle eyes, 
are specially desired. 

We hope that our local organizations will 
meet this need. They will be supplied with 
knitting instructions and samples prepared 
by the woman's section of the .league ac- 
cording to standards approved by the navy 
and the Red Cross. 

It is the intention to have each state and 
each locality, so far as practicable, make 
up articles for the ships named for that 
state or locality, or for vessels having some 
historical. or sentimental connection with 
the place, so as to add to the patdotic im- 
pulse tiie incentive of local pride. 

Each local organization will be put in 
direct personal touch with the officers of 
the vesse! for which its supplies are in- 


tended. 
Navy e War Relief Fund. 

4. Navy League War Rellef Fund.—When 
the present war broke out there arose in 
Europe a multitude of unexpected cases and 
causes calling for relief outside the usual 
functions of government. Young men avith 
families were unable to join the _ service 
without some temporary help. Heads of 
families could not volunteer unless morally 
assured that those dependent on them 
would not suffer. Illness of their families 
had to be anticipated and provided for. 
Help had to be given to .purchase outfits 
und materials required by the exigencies of 
the service and not furnished by the ad- 
miralty. The knitting materials had to be 
bought for making spare clothing herein- 
before mentioned. It is recalled that the 
daughter of Lord Roberts headed a society 
which helped volunteer officers to buy the 
necessary marine glasses. Some had to be 
helped in purchasing their swords and re- 
volvers, Comfort stores were sorely needed 
aboard ships on difficult or distant service. 
Special cases of iliness called for financial 
relief. Widows and orphans of sailors were 
to be helped. 

For these purposes vast sums were re- 
quired and raised in Europe and in this 
country. 

These funds have been subject to two 
abuses. First, in some cases, unfit or in- 
competent people have collected the moneys 
and misappropriated or wasted them  Sec- 
ond, there have been some cases where a 
large percentage of the gifts have gone to 
pay salaries, commissions or administrative 
expenses, so that the donors have often 
been in doubt as to just what percentage of 
their patriotic offerings ultimately helped e 
worthy cause, 

Will Bring Huge Amounts. 

In the event of war the liberality of our 
people will bring forth huge amounts for 
naval relief. But their very generosity will

league wat relief committee insure that the 
fund will be handled with honesty and abil- 
ity. All expenses of collection, administra- 
tion and accounting will be borne.by the 
league itself from its general funds d ab- 
solutely every cent. contributed will be ap- 
plied to personal relief without deduction 
of any sort whatever. 

The committee will appeal to the princi- 
pal periodicals, banks and clubs of the 
United States to aid it by receiving and 
forwarding contributions, and will a 
ate with those who are desirous of holding 
fairs, bazars, etc., under proper auspices 
and restrictions. We shall co-operate to 
the fullest practicable extent with the Red 
Cross and the Naval Relief society within 
the fields they respéctively cover, and shall 
constantly. seek the aid and advice of those 
splendid associations in the application of 


funds. 

The relief is to be extended not only to 
officers and men of the navy and marine 
corps, but to their families and dependents 
as well as to other persons connected with 
the naval service or naval! work, provided 
the committee shall feel that such cases 
are within the scope of the purpose for 
which the money is given. 

This is to be distinctly a war-time relief 
and it js patriotic, not charitabie.
